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12 MONTHS OF TRAFFIC 
WOES DOWN THE ROAD 


Four sets of upgrades on a two-mile stretch of A414 to ease jams

MOTORISTS using a two-mile 
stretch of the A414 in Harlow face 12 
months of disruption because of 
roadworks to reduce congestion. 

Essex County Council is invest¬ 
ing in four major improvement 
projects between Edinburgh Way 
and Harlow Enterprise Zone at 
London Road to cut congestion dur¬ 
ing peak periods. 

But the work which will take 
approximately a year to complete, 
is likely to cause significant delays 
for motorists using the A414, 
including the Edinburgh Way 
stretch, and First Avenue. 

County Hall’s cabinet member 
for highways and transportation, 
Cllr Rodney L Bass said: “The A414 


is the prime distribution route for 
Harlow, as well as the major 
through route between Chelms¬ 
ford, Hertford and beyond. 

Vital 

“It is vital we do everything we 
can to ease congestion, keep this 
important artery open and to 
encourage growth and prosperity.” 

The scheme will involve creating 
a signal-controlled junction with 
the A414 and the Enterprise Zone. 

It will create a segregated right 
turn onto London Road in the 
Enterprise Zone and two “continue 
ahead” lanes in both directions on 
the A414. 

First Avenue (B183) will also be 
widened to two lanes in each dir¬ 
ection with a dedicated left turn as 
well as widening Edinburgh Way.

As First Avenue will become four 
lanes wide, safety barriers will be 
provided to deter pedestrians from 
crossing and vehicles from stop¬ 


ping in unsafe locations. 

Edinburgh Way leading from the 
Cambridge Road roundabout 
(Gates roundabout) will be 
widened, with two lanes in each 
direction, as far as the River Way 
roundabout, and the existing sig¬ 
nals at East Road will be 
upgraded. 

Cambridge Road Roundabout 
will be realigned to accommodate 
the construction of a dedicated left 
turn from A414 onto Edinburgh 
Way (A414). 

Access 

There will also be a new access 
road from Cambridge Road to the 
Templefields Enterprise Zone on 
River Way. 

Works to move utilities cables 
and plant will begin this week and 


will take around five months. 

The main construction will get 
under way in autumn 2015. 

John Keddie, chairman of the 
Harlow Enterprise Zone, added: 
“Harlow is an important business 
location and the development of the 
Enterprise Zone means it needs the 
road network to sustain this. 

“It also has the potential to create 
up to 5,000 new jobs over the next 
few years and the road improve¬ 
ments will significantly enhance 
our ability to deliver them.”

Crash victim treated in hospital after collision

A MOTORIST left “shocked and shak¬ 
en” after her car was badly damaged in 
a hit-and-run incident in Harlow is 
appealing for help to catch the culprit. 

Sharon Salter, 45, of Westfield, Har¬ 
low, spent several hours in hospital 
following the crash shortly after 9am on 
Monday. 

The collision happened while she was 
driving in Foster Street, where she 
keeps her horse. 

“As I was turning I was hit from 
behind by a white [Land Rover] 
Freelander,” said Mrs Salter. “The 
impact spun my car around and I was 
facing the other direction. 

“Two guys got out of the Freelander 
and asked if I was all right and I said no. 
They said we would exchange details 
but as I wound the window back up they 
got back in their car and drove off. 

“I called the police but I have no more 
information about the car.”

She described the men as having 
beards, being in their late 20s and were 
smartly dressed. 

“I was quite hysterical,” she said. 
“They just drove off and left me. 


“I was feeling dazed as I hit my head 
hard in the impact. I also hurt by back 
and shoulders and I had to be taken 
away to hospital in an ambulance.” 

She was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where she was treated and 
released later in the day. However, she 
said she had been left emotionally 
battered by the incident. 

Mrs Salter said her car, a silver 
Peugeot 207, sustained serious damage 
as a result of the crash and, if not a 
write-off, will require major repair 
work. 

Essex Police confirmed the accident 
had been reported to them. 

A spokeswoman said: “We are invest¬ 
igating a two-vehicle collision which 
happened in Foster Street, Harlow, at 
around 9.15am. It involved a silver 
Peugeot 207 and a white Land Rover 
Freelander which left the scene.” 

Anyone who witnessed the crash or 
who has information about the driver 
of the Land Rover should contact police 
on the non-emergency 101 number. 


Operation 

“My dad died of the disease in 
November,” he said. “ I turn 45 in 
October but without an opera¬ 
tion when I was 171 would never 
have made it to 40. 

“Five of my children have the 
condition but it doesn’t usually 
affect you as a teenager. However, 
you will need your large bowel 
removed to carry on with life.” 

Mr Brace, who receives reg¬ 
ular check-ups from a specialist 
doctor in London, added: “It is a 
really rare condition and we are 
a small charity who act as a 
support group to help sufferers. 

“We have not yet got a base and 
we are currently set up in St 
Mark’s Hospital in London,” he 
added.

A GIFTED 12-year-old Harlow school¬ 
girl has recorded a perfect score in a test 
set by the high IQ society Mensa. 

Nicole Barr scored a mark of 162, 
which is not only two points higher 
than physicist Albert Einstein and Pro¬ 
fessor Stephen Hawking, but puts her in 
the top one per cent in the world. 

According to Mensa, the average 
adult IQ score is 100 and a score above 
140 is considered to be that of a genius. 

Nicole, who comes from the trav¬ 
elling community, is the daughter of 
James Barr and Dolly Buckland. 

Nicole said: “When I found out I got 
such a high score, it was so unexpected. 
I was shocked.” 

The Burnt Mill Academy schoolgirl, 
who enjoys reading, drama and singing, 


hopes to study to become a doctor. 

A family mermber said Nicole was 
gifted from a very young age, adding: 
“She would complete children’s puzzles 
in seconds and has always been very 
artistic.” 

When Nicole was a pupil at Epping 
Upland Primary School she was several 
years ahead of her peers, tackling com¬ 
plex algebra before the age of 10. 

Memory 

She has an excellent memory and 
picks up new material very quickly. 

“I remember when I was in primary 
school and I was an angel in a school 
play, another girl who was playing the 
other angel didn’t turn up so I learnt 
her lines too,” said Nicole. 

Unlike most children her age, instead 
of reading the novel handed to her for 
World Book Day, Nicole went through it 


highlighting errors. 

The talented youngster attends 
drama classes with Make Believe per¬ 
forming arts company in Harlow and 
will soon be appearing in a perform¬ 
ance of Shakespeare’s Twelfth Night. 

As a result of recording an IQ of 162 
she has now been given the honour of 
being welcomed into Mensa, meaning 
she will join a network across the 
globe. 

Helena Mills, head of BMAT schools 
which includes Burnt Mill Academy, 
said: “Nicole is a brilliant pupil. She 
works incredibly hard and has thrown 
herself into so many different activities 
in her first year with us. “For example 
she has been camping, entered writing 
competitions and taken part in a 
national maths challenge. 

“She lives and breathes our unofficial 
motto of hard work pays.”

No excuse for 
delays in work

Cllr Rod Truan, the portfolio holder for 
housing, is ultimately responsible for the 
programme and should be aware that just 
changing its name to the modern homes 
programme does not take away his 
responsibility for the failure to bring all 
of the council’s housing up to a decent 
standard by the end of March 2015. 

What is doubly sad for the tenants 
living in Chippingfield, is that had they 
had their doors and windows fitted by 
March, they would have been fitted by a 
really good decent homes contractor. As it 
stands we do not know when the work 
will be done or by whom. 

Added to that, the independent tenant 
representatives that selected the a 
contractor and worked with them on the 
quality and manufacture of their 
products has been disbanded and will be 
replaced with a council-controlled group 
with limited representation and no 
councillor input. 

Cllr Truan says the council publishes 
an outline improvement programme. Has 
anyone been able to find it on the 
council’s website? 

He also states that this is reviewed 
against the resources the council has 
available. Since the conclusion of self¬ 
financing, the finance has been available 
to complete decent homes on time so 
providing the finances have not been 
moved and used somewhere else, this 
should not be a problem. 

Maybe it’s the fact that housing 
services has lost all its decent homes 
contractors. Losing one is just plain 
carelessness and two is maybe 
unfortunate, but all of them looks a lot 
like something really serious was going 
wrong?

They want to play a part in 
society, to make a contribution, but all too 
often they are held back by the negative 
attitudes of society itself. 

The 2012 Paralympics did an enormous 
amount of good but until we start 
thinking in terms of what disabled people 
can do and not what they can’t, there is 
little prospect of any lasting change. 
That’s why events like the weekend’s 
Anniversary Games are so important, 
because they remind us of something that 
is so often hidden from view. 

So I’d like to ask Star readers to help us 
reignite the Paralympic flame. Please join 
us in calling for a society where disabled 
people have the same opportunities to 
pursue their dreams and make a 
meaningful contribution to their 
communities as everybody else.

Michael McFarlane, 59, of 
Hailing Hill, Harlow, said he had 
been sleeping and woke up in a 
confused state immediately 
before the attack which took place 
in the early hours of May 19 last 
year. 

His victim, 52-year-old Graham 
Botfield, survived the attack. He 
managed to reach neighbours and 
was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where medics spent half- 
an-hour stemming the flow of 
blood from a cut artery. 

He underwent a blood trans¬ 
fusion and surgery, but refused to 
tell police what had happened. 

McFarlane appeared at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court on Tuesday 
when he admitted unlawful 
wounding but denied charges of 
attempted murder and inflicting 
grievous bodily harm. 

Andrew Jackson, prosecuting, 
told the jury the central issue of 


the case was whether or not 
McFarlane intented to kill Mr Bot¬ 
field or cause serious bodily 
harm. 

Mr Jackson said: “This defend¬ 
ant attempted to slay his good 
friend in the flat they both shared, 
stabbing him with a large kitchen 
knife to his neck and cutting an 
important artery. 

“Miraculously, he survived the 
attack. He was able to go to neigh¬ 
bours where the alarm was 
raised. McFarlane was found later 
in Harlow and arrested.” 

Attack 

Mr Jackson added: “There’s no 
dispute this defendant was 
responsible for the attack, he 
admitted it to police and he 
admits it before you. 

“They shared the flat for some 
time and with others, as well. 
They were friends, there were ups 
and downs and both men drank 
large quantities of alcohol.” 

He said the pair slept on adjoin¬ 
ing sofas rather than on beds. 
Both men were asleep on the night 
of May 18 and it was while Mr 
Botfield was sleeping that he was 
stabbed in the neck. 


“Not surprisingly, it woke him 
up and a laceration on his thumb 
suggested he tried to defend him¬ 
self from further attack,” said Mr 
Jackson. “McFarlane put the 
knife in the sink, changed his 
clothes and left the flat.” 

“It took doctors and nurses half 
an hour to stop the blood flow. Mr 
Botfield had a blood transfusion 
and operation and mercifully he 
survived that attack. McFarlane 
was arrested an hour or so later 
after walking near the flat.” 

Mr Jackson said that after he 
was arrested, McFarlane told 
police: “T think I’ve got myself in 
a bit of trouble in doing what I’ve 
done. Attacking him wasn’t going 
to go down well, I’ve got to face the 
consequences.” 

When interviewed under cau¬ 
tion, McFarlane gave a coherent 
account of what had happened, 
saying he had done it after he 
heard voices because he suffered 
from paranoid schizophrenia. 

He claimed Mr Botfield had 
upset him and, after waking up, 
he heard voices, became con¬ 
fused, got the knife from the kit¬ 
chen and stabbed him in the neck 
while he slept. 

The case continues. 


Two injured after car overturns on Mil 


TWO people were injured, one of 
them seriously, when the car in 
which they were travelling over¬ 
turned on the Mil north of Har¬ 
low on Tuesday evening. 

The motorway was closed for 
more than two hours following 
the accident on the southbound 
carriageway between junctions 8 
at Bishop’s Stortford and 7 at Har¬ 
low. 


It happened shortly after 
7.30pm on the same stretch of road 
that was blocked twice in the 
space of just over four hours on 
Friday afternoon after a vehicle 
caught fire and then a car over¬ 
turned. 

On Tuesday evening the south¬ 
bound carriageway was shut at 
junction 8 and the northbound 
stretch between junctions 7 and 8 


was also closed to allow an air 
ambulance helicopter to land. 

Firefighters gave first aid to the 
two casualties, neither of whom 
was trapped, and made the scene 
safe before leaving the pair in the 
care of the East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service. 

Diversions were put in place 
until the motorway reopened at 
10.25pm.

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Homes crisis should 
be ‘more important’ 

Councillors question Fern Hill traveller site spending

HARLOW Council was forced to 
defend plans to refurbish 12 derel¬ 
ict traveller site pitches during a 
heated debate. 

The ruling Labour group came 
under fire from the Conservative 
opposition over plans to work 
with Essex County Council to 
upgrade the pitches at the Fern 
Hill travellers’ site. 

“The Fern Hill site has been 
part of our town for many years, 
but it has deteriorated and as a 
result requires substantial invest¬ 
ment,” said Cllr Emma Toal, 
deputy leader and portfolio hold¬ 
er for youth and community. 

Upgrade 

The cabinet agreed to submit a 
bid to the Homes and Communit¬ 
ies Agency for funding to pay for 
the upgrade works, which are 
expected to cost £628,000. Both 
Essex County Council and Harlow 
Council have agreed to add 
£70,000 to the total should they get 
funding. 

Cllr Toal said the council had 
not consulted with Fern Hill res¬ 
idents and had also considered 
installing a transit site before 
deciding against it. 

The move follows a report com¬ 
missioned by the Essex Planning 
Officers Association that pre¬ 
dicted that an extra 387 new sites 
will be needed to accommodate 
travellers across the county by 
2018. 


Council leader Jon Clempner 
said the work was key in helping 
to secure a permanent High Court 
injunction to ban illegal encamp¬ 
ments from settling in the town. 

“If we are going back to court, 
we have to show what we have 
explored every possible option 
before they will grant an injunc¬ 
tion. This is a good opportunity 
for us and an essential piece of the 
jigsaw,” he said. 

But the Conservative group led 
by Old Harlow councillor and 
deputy group leader Joel Charles 


warned that the move “is not a 
priority for residents”. 

“There are serious questions 
that have been left unanswered,” 
said Cllr Charles, who also sug¬ 
gested Harlow Council had tried 
to “bury” the discussion by pla¬ 
cing it on page 158 of the agenda. 

He added: “People are deeply 
concerned that the council are 
rushing this through without con¬ 
sulting residents and only one 
other suggestion has been con¬ 
sidered. 

“This is not a silver bullet solu¬ 


tion. When we’re facing a crisis of 
homes I don't think this is a pri¬ 
ority for residents. I would ques¬ 
tion the priorities of Harlow 
Council.” 

Responding to Cllr Charles, 
Labour cabinet member Anthony 
Durcan, said: “We are trying to 
find a solution beneficial to the 
wider community. 

“It is a brave and courageous 
move and Harlow Council should 
be proud of standing up and say¬ 
ing that we want to do something 
about this problem.” 
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Council forced to defend 
£6m housing underspend 


A £45M PROGRAMME to mod¬ 
ernise council housing in Harlow 
registered an underspend of six 
million pounds despite com¬ 
plaints from tenants about 
delays. 

A report to Harlow Council’s 
cabinet revealed £6,170,000 had 
not been spent from the Labour- 
run authority’s housing revenue 
account during the financial year 
2014/15. 

But the Conservative opposi¬ 
tion questioned where the money 
- collected from tenants in rent - 
was going to be spent. 

Conservative councillor Simon 
Carter asked: “What are you 
going to do with it? That’s about a 
fifth of the annual rent roll.” 

Cuts 

But housing portfolio holder, 
Cllr Rod Truan said the money 
needed to be saved as the council 
was likely to be affected by pro¬ 
posed social housing cuts from 
the Conservative government. 

He said: “There are a lot of 
unknowns and looking at the 
national picture I am more wor¬ 
ried now than ever have been in 
my time in office. 

“We are seeing a centralising of 
housing services by George 
Osborne and I’m worried about 
what the details of that would 
mean. There are definite con¬ 
cerns about the future of hous¬ 
ing.” 

Cllr Truan added: “We have 
been very successful in carrying 
out the Decent Homes pro¬ 
gramme (a £45m two-year plan to 
modernise council houses), 
which we completed in March. 

“We are now also looking at the 
Modern Homes programme and 
we have set out a 30-year and 60- 
year plan for expenditure. 

“This has all been achieved 
under local government self-fund- 
ing. 

“I am concerned about plans

Balance 

Council officer Andrew Mur¬ 
ray, head of housing at Harlow 
Council, responded by saying the 
savings were required to help bal¬ 
ance the books. 

“We have to make sure that our 
reserve balance is in line with the 
revenue income,” he said. 

“We do sometimes see some 
fluctuations because of that and I 
am happy with the situation as it 
is.”

Cutting away red tape to help get tenants talking 


PLANS to improve communication 
between social tenants and the council by 
cutting through red tape have been 
debated. 

Harlow Council want to improve the 
discussion between tenants, leaseholders 
and the council as the current process is 
“no longer working efficiently for the 
council, officers or customers”. 

The changes will mean a number of 
panels will be axed in a bid to deal with 
issues more quickly. 

Councillor Simon Carter said: “I read 
the report and there doesn’t seem to be any 
timescale for implementing these 
changes. 


“There also wasn’t any specific 
examples of what will be done to increase 
engagement. It is all very vague.” 

Cllr Rod Truan said: “These motions are 
about making sure that the 9,000 or so 
people in Harlow, living in council hous¬ 
ing, are getting the best service possible 
from the council. 

“The report does say a lot of positive 
things, but did say there were too many 
panels operating with jobs overlapping. 

“It also says there has sometimes been a 
somewhat negative relationship between 
councillors, tenants and officers. 

“It does suggest the current system 
structure is no longer working effect¬ 


ively.” 

“I think it is important that we emphas¬ 
ise that we need to have officers on the 
front line who are working as efficiently as 
possible,” added Cllr Truan. 

“Reducing the number of panels (can 
help) make sure tenants get specific sup¬ 
port in terms of accountability and sup¬ 
port they need. 

“I would like the council to work with 
tenants and leaseholders over the next few 
months to find some of the areas that we 
can improve.” 

Tenants reacted angrily to the propos¬ 
als. which they say reduces public par¬ 
ticipation. 


Government cuts 


THE leader of Harlow Council has warned 
that things could get worse as the author¬ 
ity waits for news of Government spend¬ 
ing cuts. 

Speaking at a meeting of the cabinet last 
week, Cllr Jon Clempner, pictured right, 
said he was satisfied with the controlled 
spending of his Labour-led council, but 
warned that local government budgets 
could be threatened under the next Con¬ 
servative spending review. 

“There has been improvement in our 
spending because of strong financial man¬ 
agement,” he said, “However, there 
remains a risk to the council’s finances 
(under the Conservative government). 

“While we don’t know the outcome of 
November’s spending review, it is thought 
that local government budgets have not 
been ring-fenced. 

“The forecast is for things to get 
worse.” 

Cllr Clempner explained that council 


could get worse 



reserves had been increased as a pre¬ 
caution and spending was being cut. 

“There have been improvements, we 
will continue to monitor the rates on a 
weekly basis,” he added. 

A report to the council showed that in 
the 2014/15 financial year the council had 
underspent by £661,000. 


Target is missed 

A RESPONSE target for residents’ com¬ 
plaints was missed by Harlow Council. 

The authority aims to respond to 85 per 
cent of complaints within its target. 
In the period from January to March this 
year it only achieved 78 per cent. 

“There have been a number of concerns 
about the time taken for Harlow Council 
to respond to complaints,” said Councilr 
leader Jon Clempner. 

“Because of that we have started a 
review to look into other ways that people 
could contact the council, or make people 
consider if they really need to at all.” 

It was also noted that the number of 
rough sleepers in Harlow, which had 
reached 15 in quarter four of 2014/15, 
exceeding the council’s target of 10. 

Cllr Carter called into question the 
council’s decision to spend money on the 
service of St Mungo’s in helping people off 
the street when the figures suggested an 
increase of rough sleepers.

AN animal-loving student 
from Sawbridgeworth is on a 
mission to rescue abused 
dogs in Cyprus and find 
them new homes across 
Europe. 

Deanna Hammond works 
with Saving Pound Dogs 
Cyprus, regularly travelling 
abroad as well as working 
from home. 

SPDC is a group of volun¬ 
teers based in Cyprus and 
the UK who work with local 
dog pounds either to reunite 
lost dogs with their owners 
or find new homes for them 
in Cyprus or abroad. 

The 21-year-old is a stu¬ 
dent at Anglia Ruskin Uni¬ 
versity, where she studies 
animal behaviour, and also 
finds the time to work as an 
assistant at a boarding ken¬ 
nels and cattery in Old Har¬ 
low as well as at the town’s 
branch of cinema chain 
Cineworld. 

She lives in Queen’s Road with 
her family - mum Julia, stepdad 
Brian and younger brother 
Samuel - as well as six dogs, four 
cats and a chicken. 


In addition to its adoption 
work, the organisation helps 
to improve the quality of life 
for dogs remaining in the 
pounds and get them access to 
local vets. It rehomed more 
than 1,000 dogs in 2013-14. 

Deanna, a former pupil of 
Leventhorpe School, got 
involved after learning about 
animal advocacy work in 
Cyprus through a university 
course mate who adopted a 
dog from the country.

Anger over dump site plan 


Halfon shares residents concerns over proposal for Green Belt land

RESIDENTS are calling on Essex County Coun¬ 
cil to dump plans to use Green Belt land near the 
Mil roundabout on the outskirts of Harlow as a 
waste disposal site. 

County Hall is proposing that land next to the 
M11-A414 roundabout at Hastingwood could be 
used for the open-air disposal of inert con¬ 
struction, demolition and excavation waste. 

But villagers and North Weald parish coun¬ 
cillors have voiced concerns that using the site 
- which is near to St Clare Hospice - will 
increase the level of traffic on an already- 
congested road. 

The site is within the boundary area of North 
Weald Parish Council and a decision on the plan 
will be made by Epping Forest Council. 

Parish council chairman Cyril Hawkins said: 


“As it currently stands this would suggest that a 
construction, demolition and excavation waste 
site could be located next to housing, a hospice, 
a garden centre and a restaurant which is 
completely inappropriate. 

“There are concerns at the number of lorry 
movements, especially as the county council 
would have no further involvement in either 
running the site or in terms of traffic move¬ 
ments to and from waste facilities, and both 
their origin and destination.” 

Cllr Hawkins added: “The parish council says 
it has been calculated that there would be a 
minimum of eight large lorries entering and 
exiting the site every hour, seven days a week 
and 52 weeks a year.” 

Members of the district council’s overview 
and scrutiny committee have already said the 
the proposal should be rejected, fearing it would 
increase traffic congestion at junction 7 of the 


Mil. Harlow MP Robert Halfon expressed his 
reservations in a letter to the county council 
after being contacted by local residents worried 
about the proposed development. 

“I have received a number of complaints from 
residents about planned developments on the 
site at Hastingwood,” he told the Star. 

“Constituents have written to me about the 
increased strain that this could have on local 
highways which is already under pressure, 
particularly at the Mil junction. 

“There have also been concerns raised about 
the proposal for the site to be extended into 
previously undeveloped land and the impact 
that the recycling plant could have on the Mark 
Bushes Complex which is located 500 metres off 
the site. 

“I believe that as the site falls within the 
Green Belt it is an unsuitable place to begin 
development.”

T is impossible for an Englishman to 
open his mouth without making some 
other Englishman hate or despise 
him.” 

So wrote Bernard Shaw in his 
condemnation of the English class system - 
and it holds as true today as when the 
Irishman penned it 100-odd years ago. 

Although it dates from a time none of us 
living today can envisage, Shaw's most 
popular play still has much to say about the 
class divide and how it can impact harshly 
on people's lives. 

Phonetics expert Professor Henry Higgins 
makes a bet with fellow enthusiast Colonel 
Pickering he can take a poor girl and - with 
training in diction and manners - pass her 
off as a lady at a society ball. 

He selects cockney flower seller Eliza 
Doolittle and eventually achieves his 
ambition. But at great cost to Eliza, who 
then feels cast adrift - too posh for her 
working class roots and too common to hold 
a position in polite society. 

With its large cast and period setting, 
Pygmalion could have been an 
over-ambitious choice for the Players. But 
thanks to director Henrietta Branwell's keen 
ear for both the dialogue and the manners of

All that changed in 2013, when 
the former credit controller and 
part-time techno D J won 
MasterChef and hung up her 
headphones to pursue her 
passion for cooking. 

“The DJ-ing days are long 
gone. It’s only friends’ parties 
these days. Which is a shame, 
because I loved playing my 
music, but you can’t do it all,” 
says the 31-year-old. 

“I packed up my office job, 
and now everything I do 
revolves around food.” 

Since being crowned winner 
of the BBC One show, Coleman 
has brought out her own book, 
Winning Recipes For Every Day, 
completed work placements in 
the kitchens of top chefs such as 
Marcus Wareing and Michel 
Roux Jr, and appeared at 
numerous food festivals and 
roadshows. 

But while Coleman - who 
jokingly describes herself as 
“the girl from Hackney done 
good” - confesses her kitchen is 
“too tiny to swing a cat in”, she 
won’t be moving away from her 
east London base any time soon. 

“I like it too much here. 
There’s so much going on, loads 
of places to eat, you’ve got Brick 
Lane, Broadway Market, 
Vietnamese food - everything’s 
on your doorstep.” 

Coleman’s latest project is a 
series of recipes for British 
cherries to mark this summer’s 
season. 

“You can do so many different 
things with cherries,” says 
Coleman. “They go really nicely 
with savoury dishes. With the 
pork recipe, you need something 
that’s a bit sharp to cut through 
the fatty meat, so they work 
really well with it.” 

Using fresh, seasonal produce 
in her dishes is important to the 
chef. 

But what she’s most 
enthusiastic about is inspiring 
youngsters to get involved in the

kitchen. 

She’s teamed up with Central 
Street Cooking School in the 
capital to host affordable 
cookery lessons for local 
children. 

“They’re such a laugh and the 
kids are so responsive, they love 
it,” says Coleman, who finds the 
classes are a way of encouraging 
picky eaters to try dreaded fruit 
and veg. 

“We turn fruit and vegetables 
into something cool. Tomorrow 
we’re doing little chicken shish 
kebabs and flatbreads and a 
‘slaw, they don’t realise how 
many vegetables they’re getting, 
and we’re doing muffins with 
cherries in them,” she adds. 

The busy cook and food writer 
still finds time to tune into 
MasterChef, which she returned 
to last year as a guest judge. 

“Last season was great. When 
I went back, I did feel for them. I 
was in their shoes once, and I 
know what it’s like.” 

Here’s one of Coleman’s 
recipes for British Cherries for 
you to try... 

CHERRY MESS 

(Serves six) 

For the meringues: 

4 egg whites 

150g caster sugar 

1/2 tsp white wine vinegar 

For the roasted cherries: 

500g cherries - pitted 
2tbsp runny honey 
Zest 1/2 orange 
1 vanilla pod - split and seeds 
removed 

For the vanilla whipped 
cream: 

300ml double cream 
3tbsp icing sugar 
ltbsp vanilla paste 


3 ginger biscuits blitzed to 
ground crumbs 

Preheat the oven to 160C/Gas 
Mark 3. Whisk the egg whites 
with an electric mixer to stiff 
peaks. Add the sugar, one 
tablespoon at a time, whisking 
well between each addition. 

Fold in the vinegar with a 
spatula, then spoon the 
meringue mixture on to a 
baking tray lined with baking 
parchment, 1.5cm thick. 

Reduce the oven temperature 
to 150C/Gas Mark 2 and bake for 
45 minutes, or until the outside 
of the meringue is set lightly 
golden brown and the inside 
will be chewy. Leave to cool on 
the baking tray. Once cooled, 
break into pieces. 

For the roasted cherries, 
preheat oven to 180C/Gas Mark 
4. Place all the ingredients into 
a baking tray and mix well. 
Roast in the oven for 20 minutes 
until the cherries have softened. 
Remove from the oven and 
remove the vanilla pod. Allow to 
cool to room temperature before 
serving. 

For the vanilla whipped 
cream, whisk or, using an 
electric mixer, beat the cream, 
icing sugar and vanilla paste 
until soft swirls and set aside 
until ready to serve. 

To serve, add the broken 
meringue pieces to the vanilla 
whipped cream and then fold 
through the roasted cherries, 
but don’t mix too well as you 
want it to be red and white, not 
pink. Spoon into glasses, 
sprinkle with the crushed 
ginger biscuits and serve within 
30 minutes so the meringue 
keeps its texture.

Tom's cruising for 
a bruising in No5 


Hanging off the side of a plane? Nothing is impossible for Tom 
Cruise... As Ethan Hunt's fifth spy adventure comes to screens, 
Susan Griffin heads on a mission to find out more 


ince his debut as Mission: 
Impossible super spy Ethan Hunt 
back in 1996, Tom Cruise has 
continued to surprise fans, and 
himself, by achieving ever more 
spectacular stunts in the film series. 

“Each time I think, ‘I’ve seen it all’, and, 
‘I’ve been through every action challenge a 
film can have’, the next film introduces new 
challenges of every kind, because we’re 
constantly pushing the action sequences, 
storytelling and characters,” notes the 
53-year-old superstar, who also acts as 
producer on the franchise. 

“It’s about giving audiences the greatest 
sense of adventure and scale,” Cruise adds. 

And in the fifth instalment, Mission: 
Impossible - Rogue Nation, they’re pushing 
the bar even further, with one notable 
sequence involving Cruise clinging onto the 
side of an Airbus aircraft. 

Ahead of its release, we take a closer look 
at the movie that promises to be the biggest 
adventure yet... 

Tick tock r tick tock 

Every Mission: Impossible film starts out 
as a ticking clock set-up. This time, the 
deep-cover espionage agency, known as the 
IMF, has to tackle the threat of The 
Syndicate, a rogue agency that’s become a 
major terrorist crime empire. The Syndicate 
also has the spy power to bring down any 
nation it targets - although the CIA 
continues to deny its existence. “Right from 
the film’s first moments, Ethan and the team 
are on their heels, desperately moving from 
one situation to the next,” notes Cruise. But 
while his character will be relentless in 
pursuing what he believes is right, “he’s not 
a super hero, he’s very human”, adds the 
actor. 

Finding the helmsman 

Cruise decided early on that he wanted a 
different director for every Mission: 
Impossible movie, and it was his decision to 


bring in Christopher McQuarrie. He’s 
someone Cruise had worked with before, on 
Valkyrie and 2014’s Edge Of Tomorrow, for 
which McQuarrie was a screenwriter, and in 
the director’s chair on 2012’s Jack Reacher. 

“Chris is an extraordinary writer and 
film-maker, and to see his sensibility applied 
to this genre is something I was excited 
about,” remarks Cruise. “What Chris and I 
share is that both of us have that need to 
make every moment the best it can be.” 

The vision 

McQuarrie, who also wrote the screen play 
for Rogue Nation, wanted to pull together the 
dream team and give all members of the IMF 
(Jeremy Renner’s William Brandt, Simon 
Pegg’s Benji and Ving Rhames’ Luther 
Stickell) a major role. 

He also wanted to delve into unexplored 
territory. “Two things that jumped out at me 
that we hadn’t seen before: a villain who was 
a real physical threat to Ethan, and a strong 
independent woman who would give Ethan a 
run for his money,” explains McQuarrie. 
Woman on a mission 

Swedish actress Rebecca Ferguson, who 
appeared in the 2013 TV period drama The 
White Queen, was chosen to play the 
mysterious spy lisa Faust, who alerts Hunt 
to the grave threat posed by The Syndicate. 
Despite only having a few weeks to train, as 
well as a fear of heights and claustrophobia 
to overcome, she threw herself into 
preparing to play someone whose skill-set 
matches that of Hunt’s. 

“I had to just do it and so I did,” states the 
31-year-old actress, who’s admitted to having 
had a huge childhood crush on her co-star. 

“It was six hours a day, six days a week of 
stunt rehearsals, learning the specifics of 
hitting, ducking and jumping. But we found 
this robust, raw, animalistic style of fighting 
for her that’s really cool, and unlike any man 
you’ve seen.” 

The villain of the piece 


Of all the villains who’ve appeared in the 
franchise over the years, Rogue Nation’s is 
arguably the most dastardly, because this one 
has the intellect and physical ability to 
compete with Hunt. Solomon Lane is a 
former British spy who’s turned to the dark 
side of espionage in forming The Syndicate. 
“The Syndicate is a kind of anti-IMF, agents 
who’ve been trained just like the IMF, but do 
the work of evil,” explains producer J. J 
Abrams. 

Sean Harris, who played a crew member in 
Prometheus, was picked for the role. “Sean 
owned the sociopathic nature of Lane,” 
observes executive producer Don Granger. 
“He makes you believe in how he is with 
Ethan: half brutal, half trying to seduce 
him.” 

Flying without wings 

Cruise is known for tackling his stunts 
head on, and no CGI effects were used in the 
eye-popping opening sequence, which sees 
Hunt gripping onto the side of an Airbus 
A400M. To protect his eyes, he wore special 
lenses, but there was no padding. “I couldn’t 
sleep the night before,” Cruise admits. “I was 
going through it all in my mind. I knew once 
we took off, if something went wrong, no one 
could do anything. We started taxiing and 
suddenly, boy - that throttle goes and we’re 
hammering down that runway.” In total, he 
repeated the gravity-defying stunt eight 
times to ensure McQuarrie got everything he 
needed. 

Reaching new depths 

The Mission: Impossible lead didn’t only 
reach for the skies, but plunged beneath the 
waves for a scene in which Hunt carris out a 
heist inside a deep-water facility. To prepare 
for filming, Cruise began an intensive 
apprenticeship in free driving, whereby 
people descend to huge depths without the 
aid of breathing equipment. “We were doing 
long shots and when your body is moving 
that much, it’s burning oxygen much faster, 
so there was just a lot of physical stress. It 
took me much longer to recover from than 
any other sequence,” he recalls. “I have to 
say, physically, it was without a doubt the 
most challenging aspect of this film.”

Baby wildcats 
are so purrfect 


THREE new baby wildcats have 
been born in a Scottish zoo to 
boost numbers of the 
endangered species. 

The three kittens were born 
at the end of April but have 
spent two months under the 
close supervision of their 
mother at Highland Wildlife 
Park in Invernessshire. 

Now the cats have come out 
to play and have spent this 
week excitedly exploring their 
territory. 

Scottish wildcats are a very 
rare species facing a battle to 
survive. 

The species are native to the 
UK but have faced extinction 
threat due to habitat loss, 
accidental persecution and 
competition with domestic and 
feral cats. However the zoo 
team at Highland Wildlife have 
stepped up their efforts to 
conserve the species. 

David Barclay, conservation 
project officer at the zoo, said: 
“Without Scottish Wildcat 
Action the future of the Scottish 
wildcat is bleak. 

“The team is working hard all 


over Scotland to ensure 
measures are put in place to 
reduce threats, raise awareness 
and protect the remaining wild 
population.” 

Wildcats are not to be 
confused with domestic cats. 
While they share similarities, 
the Scottish wildcat has a 


ringed tail and and aggressive 
behaviour. They also prefer to 
live alone. 

Mother wildcats are famously 
protective of their young and a 
litter of three is a typical 
number. The Scottish wildcat is 
among the rarest species in the 
world.

Don't be afraid 
to ask for help 


T was 200 years ago when 
Napoleon met his Waterloo 
- at Waterloo. Meeting 
one’s own Waterloo comes 
to all of us from time to 

time. 

I can think of many occasions 
in property when deals have 
gone sour, buyers have faltered 
leaving bitter sellers or sellers 
have changed their minds at the 
last minute, leaving very 
frustrated buyers. 

Sometimes mortgages haven’t 
materialised or for some legal 
or survey reason the wheels 
have come off a transaction. 
Stuff happens. 

But sometimes stuff needn’t 
happen. A well-planned sale or 
purchase in the hands of an 
experienced expert has a great 
deal more chance of success 
than an ill-planned attempt put 
in the hands of the inexpert. 

For those who don’t move 
home very often - and that is 
most of us - the property 
market can be a confusing place 
in which to find oneself. 

There are so many conflicting 
claims and counter claims and 
many differing points of view 


that it is difficult sometimes to 
know what to do for the best. 

But it is not a good idea to 
start by doing things on your 
own with no expert back up. 

It is also sensible not to start 
with a cut-price estate agent 
because mostly all one gets is a 
cut-price service with a 
cut-price return. 

Some sellers who haven’t 
moved for many years may find 
lots of different and unfamiliar 
estate agency names locally and 
won’t know which to turn to. 

This is because over the years 
firms come and go. So it is 
perhaps best to choose a firm 
that has not recently come and 
will not shortly be going. 

It’s better by far to choose a 
longer-established firm with a 
strong and enduring reputation 
and established links with the 
local community. 

These are the ones with 
staying power and for one 
reason - they are good at 
getting people moved. 

But don’t confuse long 
established with dated. Today 
all estate agents are online 


estate agents. 

They have to be online, it is 
the ways things are now. 

But those who simply call 
themselves “online” are often 
merely internet-only firms. 

The fuller-service firm brings 
a lot more to the party, which is 
why the cost can be higher. But 
the rewards can be much 
greater. 

It is tempting to be cynical 
about the property industry but 
it would be better to resist that 
urge. 

Oscar Wilde described a cynic 
as “a man who knows the price 
of everything and the value of 
nothing”.

AN HISTORIC market town with 
good transport links and several 
schools, Great Dunmow is becom¬ 
ing so popular it’s hard to find 
property in the area. 

The high street is absolutely 
packed with independent shops 
and restaurants, while the local 
community remains tight-knit. 

Therefore, the town provides a 
good mixture of the laid-back 
country life that people crave, 
while still being a vibrant and 
busy shopping hub, and close 
enough to bigger towns and cit¬ 
ies. 

Jonathan Cadwallader, a local 
councillor for Great Dunmow 
North ward, who has had links 
with the town since 1959, said: 
“It’s a beautiful old town, with 
many historic buildings in it. 

“It’s still got its character, so it’s 
a market town, but it’s very close 
to the countryside as well. We also 
have excellent transport links, 
with the new A120 close by, so you 
can get to the Mil very quickly 
now.

“Each of the groups practiced 
this before coming together at the 
end to sing together, and they took 
to it like a duck to water.” 

The song is the unofficial Eng¬ 
land rugby anthem and is sung 
heartily at Tests at Twickenham. 

Eynon added: “It was a glorious 
day at the club, the kids all left 
tired, with a big smile on their 
faces and a certificate. 

“Many wrist bands were given 
out which displayed the core val¬ 
ues of rugby which are: team¬ 
work, respect, enjoyment, 
discipline, sportsmanship.

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SOME sporting hopefuls look to 
world stars as their role models, 
but for rising 800m star Canaan 
Solomon his icon is far closer to 
home. 

The similarities between 16- 
year-old Canaan and London 2012 
Olympic Games 800m finalist 
Andrew Osagie are clear. 

Perhaps the only difference is 
that Osagie attended Burnt Mill 
School, while Canaan has just fin¬ 
ished his GCSEs at Mark Hall. 

Canaan has made phenomenal 
progress this year, culminating in 
a silver medal at the English 
Schools’ Championships in 
Gateshead and his first England 
vest in a home internationals U17 
meeting in Scotland earlier this 
month. 

Canaan has attended a couple of 
training camps at St Mary’s Uni¬ 
versity in Twickenham, where he 
joined up with Harlow Athletic 
Club member Osagie to take part 
in a training session. 

He said: “I definitely look up to 
someone like Andrew Osagie 
because getting to the Olympics, 
that’s the big thing.” 

Olympic final 


Osagie recorded a personal best 
time in the Olympic final three 
years ago, becoming a household 
name for Team GB. 

Having come on leaps and 
bounds this year, Canaan is hop¬ 
ing he can take the next rung on 
the Osagie ladder to success and 
earn his first Great Britain vest in 
spring next year. 

“My coach [Richard Thurston] 
spoke to me about what my main 
aims are for next year,” Canaan 
said. 

“But in terms of what I will 
work on specifically, I am working 
on getting a vest, either GB or 
England. I have always been there 
or thereabouts but never got it.” 

Taking silver at the English 
Schools’ Championships was a 
huge shot in the arm for Canaan. 

He clearly has the talent but the 
psychological side of athletics has 
let him down in recent years. 

“I have been working on the 
mental side of it and confidence. I 
know I have the natural physical 
ability, but it’s just the mental side 
of things, which can make or 
break an athlete,” he said. 

“I think it’s come on a bit since 
last year. I think that’s what 
helped me pull through.” 

Canaan, who turns 17 in 
September, now progresses to the 
U20 level, when he will be up 
against athletes nearly three 
years older than him. 

“Either people step up their 
game or they wait for their top 
year, but I’m not going to be wait¬ 
ing, I’m going to be going out 
there to win,” he said. 

He will now study sport at Har¬ 
low College from September, and 
he hopes this will be the launch 
pad to earning a scholarship to 
study at a university in America, 


similar to fellow Harlow-born 
Great Britain sprinter Sam Watts, 
who is at Texas Christian Uni¬ 
versity. 

“I thought that was the best 
thing for me as I really enjoy 
sport,” Canaan said. 

“Hopefully after the next two 
years I can get a scholarship to go 
to America. That’s my main 
aim.” 

Education aside, his main focus 
is winning more medals and with 
next year’s IAAF World Junior 
Championships in the Senegalese 
capital of Dakar on the horizon, 
this cannot be ruled out for the 
Woodford Green and Essex Ladies 
Athletic Club member. 

“The European Juniors comes 
around every two years, so I won’t 
have that next year. The World 
Juniors is next year but I will be a 
bit young for that, but you never 
know,” he said. 

“It will depend how much I 
grow. I’m still young. It’s a pos¬ 
sibility maybe, but it depends how 
much I come on next year. 

“There will be two age groups 
above me, which will run, so it 
will be quite hard for me. We will 
have to see. 

“I’m hoping for a GB vest at 
Loughborough [next spring]. If I 
can put down a fast time at the 
start of the season, hopefully I will 
get picked for that.” 

His joy at winning a silver 
medal at the English Schools is 
clear. 

“It was my last chance to get a 
medal at the English Schools. 
This was my last year,” he 


explained. 

Canaan had to run lmin 56sec 
to qualify for the English 
Schools. 


He then got the nod for his first 
international appearance for 
England after finishing in the top 
two at Gateshead. 


“This is my first season in 800, 
so I was really happy to get top two 
in the English Schools [Cham¬ 
pionships]. 

“It was my first year doing the 
event properly.” 

He recorded a personal best of 
1:52.02 earlier this year and hopes 
to bring this time down dramat¬ 
ically next year. 

Canaan is not the only Harlow 
athlete making a name for him¬ 
self. 

Sidnie Ward (Burnt Mill) took 
six seconds off his 800m PB by 
running 2:07.74 at Watford. 

This put him top of the UK U13 
boys’ rankings and sixth on the 
UK all-time list in his age group. 

Meanwhile, 13-year-old Kyesha 
Robinson (Burnt Mill) has 
enjoyed her best track season 
since taking up athletics at 11. 

In three Eastern Young Ath¬ 
letes League meetings, she 
remains unbeaten. 

At Ware’s Wodson Park she 
recorded PBs of 13.00 in the 100m 
and 42.2 in 300m. 

This ranks her 16th in the UK 
for U15 girls’ 300m. 

The double Essex County 
Championships indoors and out¬ 
doors 300m gold medalist used 
blocks for the first time this sum¬ 
mer. 

She won both the Essex 100m 
and 200m in PBs of 12.66 and 26.01 
respectively at an inter club 
match at Barnet. 

She is now receiving coaching 
from former Olympic athlete 
Gladys Bird at Mark Hall Sports- 
centre.

Teenager Can follow

FORMER Arsenal striker Omer Riza is hop¬ 
ing he can bounce back from a serious injury 
and earn himself a deal with Harlow Town. 

The 35-year-old’s career has seen him play 
in the Champions League for the Gunners 
and in Turkey for five years before returning 
to English football. 

Riza ruptured the anterior cruciate lig¬ 
aments in one of his knees last year while 
player-manager at Cheshunt.

“I’m just trying to get back now and Harlow 
being a team that are looking to progress, it 
was a sensible thing to do. 

“I wanted to see how far I can go with this 


“If I can I want to continue to play,” he said. 
“I’ve played well I think so far and the man¬ 
ager is happy. The season is starting soon and 
there’s not long to go. I haven’t signed any¬ 
thing, but I’m trying to work hard. 

“Harlow have kept the core of their squad 
which is really important, and brought in a 
few players that have strengthened it.
